According to the financial state- 
ment for the month of May, which 
is published In the, ‘latest Govern-' 
ment Gazette, there was a hightr 
oxpenditiire than revenue, with the 
result that, the .Colony's credit 
balance was reduced” 
$11,972, 210 ‘to $11, 516,769." " The |’ 
actual figures for’ May ‘were:— 
Reyenue Rao 916,476, “Expenditure 
$2,871,916, : 

May’s revenue this. year was over 
a quarter-of-a-million dollars less 
than that for May last year, where- 
as the revenue for the first five 
nonths of the yenr’ was nearly two 
million dollars less. than’ forthe 
corresponding ‘period last. year.
